fear now never would have done, only he feared that an 
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investigation would take place, this unpleasantness, 
caused some of the members to lose faith in Mr. B'a 
integrity, and ever since that time he bas been looked, 
upon with suspicion and mistrust by some, but I did) 
not for a long time after this feel any suspicion of hig’ 
honesty, though I did not approve of much that he said 
and did, but believed that he was the chosen instrament 
of God to bring about a great change. and therefore was 
willing to overlook all his failings as a man so long as 
I believed it to be truth that eminated’ through him 
as revelation, believing that God would punish him or 
reward him according to his doings, and in spite of 
what Mr. B. says I continued a believer in all the 
prophetic part of his revelation, but the business part I 
felt seme doubt about, but still could not for a long time.
